The Aldermen Produced 


The Board of Aldermen has just completed 
an unusually productive session, one reflective 
of a good deal of credit on the body as 2 
whole and on four Democratic aldermen who 
formed the hard core of its leadership. They 
are Aldermanic President A. J. Cervantes, 
Majority Leader James W.\ Noonan of the 
Third Ward and two committee chairmen, 
Louis Aboussié of ‘Ways and Means and A. 
Barney Mueller, Hotising and Land Clearance. 

Disposing of the budget and tax problems 
with a burst of speed. last spring, the Board 
went on to adopt such important ‘pieces of 
local legislation as fixing of the Ozark Ex- 


pressway route, creating a Municipal. Devel- , 


opment Commission, -adopting a school fire- 
safety bill and establishing procedures for 
action on redévelopment plans for the river- 
front and stadium areas. The Aldermen also 
declared the stadium area “blighted,” a legal 
step that amounted to a green light for plan- 
ning the project in detail. 

Other important bills extended the Indus- 
trial Park Corp.’s option om the Columbia Bot- 
toms site until July 1964, set up a municipal 
pension plan, autherized a. full.program. of 
bond issue spending and provided for the sub- 
mission of three City Charter amendments. 
Two of them will go to the people at the 
August primary; ohne would set the Mayor’s 
salary at $25,000 and the other would lift the 
city salary ceiling from $10;000 to $25,000. 


_A Charter amendméftt greatly increasing the 


number of businesses subject to the mer- 
chants and manufacturers tax was approved 
for submission next November.. 

The Aldermen. aiso approved.a plan to give 
the Traffic Commissioner a large measure of 
Unfortunately, this bill was weak- 
ened at the last minute. Amendments to 
éliminate thesé deficiencies are indicated for 
the session beginning April 19. . 

If the Aldermen would leave all aspects of 
traffic regulation to the Traffic Commission- 
er, retaining only the power to say No, they 
would make life far simpler for themselves. 
They would be under no pressure from con- 
stituents to originate bills that satisfy local 


interests at the expense of the city as a whole. 


. These are the areas where the Aldermen come 
in conflict with the City Administration. 

In the last session, for example, Mayor 
Tucker on the advice of the Traffic Commis- 
sioner vetoed 15 minor traffic measures of 
this type. He was sustained seven’ times,: or 
slightly less than 50 per:cent of the time. At 


least six spot-zoning bills also were passed 


over the Mayor’s veto. These Wweré black 
marks on an otherwise good record. : 

In addition to sttengthening the plan for 
initiating traffic control legislation, four other 
important measures ought to be tackled early 


“in the next session. They include bills (1) 


permitting the state to widen the Express 


Highway as part of the Daniel Boone route; . 


(2) creating a full-time OffStreet Parking 
Director to supervise the day-to-day. work of 
co-ordinating the city’s downtown and neigh- 
borhood parking program; (3) spelling out a 
public accommodations bill along lines of the 
one urged repeatedly by the Administration 
and the Council on Human Relations, and (4) 
strengthening the present fair employment 
practices ordinance. 

These measures meet obvious municipal 
needs. There is no good reason that they 
should not be considered and passed before 
the summer recess. That.in.fact is the way 
to begin making the next ‘session as produc- 
tive a as the last one. +

Robbing Peter to Pay Paul 

Chairman Mahon of the House A 
tions Defense subcommittee is exactly t in 
insisting that the speed-up of the Polaris-fir- 
ing nuclear submarine program should not be 
accomplished at the expense of defense against 
enemy submarines. 

While it is encouraging that the Admin- 
istration has approved a revision of the de- 
fense budget to increase missile strength, it 
is alarming to find the economy motive still 
predominating. The end of the Bomarc in- 


- terceptor and SAGE control system was to be 


expected after the troubled record of the 
Bomarc and the Soviet switch to the inter- 
continental ballistic missile. The use of al- 
most half of the $500,000,000 saving for ad- 
ditional Atlas missiles should help reduce 
the missile gap that is expected to be at its 
widest about 1963. If any of the remaining 
money can be diverted to hastening the sec- 
ond-generation Minuteman, which is to have 
solid fuel as a propellant, it would be money 
well invested. 

But the proposal first advanced by Secre- 
tary of Defense Gates for cancellation of two 


‘attack submarines, costing $144,000,000, is a 


dangerous one. True, the money would be 
put to good use in buying long-lead time com- 
ponents for additional missile submarines. 
But the attack submarines, whose principal 
purpose would be to find and destroy enemy 
missile submarines, are also important. 

This importance was stressed in 1958 when 
the Underseas. Warfare Panel of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy reported 
counter-measures against submarines were so 
inadequate that “the Soviets could mount a 
devastating nuclear attack from the sea 
against our cities early in the 1960s.” 

For at least two years the Navy has been 
asking for more Polaris-firing submarines. At 
the budget hearings last year, the Pentagon 
refused to add to or hasten this program. 
Last month the Navy reprogrammed $52,000,- 
000 to speed up construction on the subma- 
rines and testing of the missiles. It is now up 
to the Administration to find some other way 
than cancellation of the killer submarines to 
provide money to push the program. 

The budget revision stands as an admission 
that the Pentagon up:to now failed to appre- 
ciate the value of the Polaris-firing subma- 
rine. If atonement is made by cancellation 
of the killer submarines it will compound the 
bungling. 


What Integration Can Do 

The rising educational level which the Dis- 
trict of Columbia schools have observed in 
their five years of desegregation should pro- 
vide an effectivé answer to defeatists who ob- 


jected that Negro students and teachers would — 


permanently lower standards of scholarship. 


' Supt. Carl F. Hansen notes that at the start 


the District was appalled by the extent to 
which Negro pupils lagged behind white; “sep- 
arate but equal” education had been grossly 
unequal. The event has proved, however, 
that there was nothing inherent in the ab- 
sorption of Negro students and teachers into 
previously all-white schools to make this un- 
fortunate discrepancy permanent. 

To the contrary, the Negro pupils, in spite 


_ of the handicap of inferior educational ex- 


perience rose to the challenge in a remark- 
able way. They demonstrated to Dr. Hansen’s 
satisfaction that when presented with educa- 
tional opportunity they possessed the capacity 
to. respond. Whereas community-wide aver- 
ages on standardized tests had shown lags of 
several months to several years behind na- 
tional achievement standards, they now ap- 
proach and sometimes match or surpass the 
national norms. At the same time that the 
average has been raised, high-ability students 
of both races have been enabled to go ahead 
at their own pace. And all this has been 
done in a community in which Negroes have 
composed more than half the school popula- 
tion for the past 10 years and increased 
from 61 to 76 per cent of the total in the 
five desegregated years. 

Educational changes have helped bring 
about these good results, among them a 
“track system” of ability grouping and an 
increase in required subjects. The signifi- 
cant thing about the District of Columbia ex- 
perience, it seems to us, is that everything 
that has been accomplished there is within 
the reach of any community which will hon- 
estly try to make a success of integration. 


Appeal From Colombia 
The latest Latin American visitor to Wash- 
ington, President Alberto Lieras Camargo of 


Colombia, is-one of the southern continent's. 


remarkable new leaders who have followed 
discredited. dictators. With such men as 
Presidents..Frondizi of..Argentina and Betan- 
court of Venezuela, he merits the strongest 
support that the United States can give. 

In. its political arrangéments, Colombia dif- 
fers from sister republics which have emerged 
from dictatorship. A long tradition of demo- 
cratic, two-party rule was broken by civil 
war and authoritarianism a decade ago. When 
Colombians finally overthrew Gen. Gustavo 
Rojas Pinilla, they decided on a 12-year coali- 
tion between Liberals and Conservatives un- 
der which each party would share equal rep- 
resentation and power in all branches of gov- 
ernment. Lleras Camargo, former journalist 
and Liberal leader, became the coalition Presi- 
dent almost by acclamation. 


He responded to this trust by putting down 


remnants of warfare and banditry, moving 
carefully on the democratic path, and attempt- 


ing to restore his nation’s economic health. . 
Since coffee supplies up to 85 per cent of Co-. 


lombia’s foreign exchange, and coffee prices 
have fallen, Colombia has been compelled to 
restrict imports from the United States and 
other countries. Its austerity program is 
somewhat similar to Argentina’s. New favor- 
able trade balances bought by belt-tightening 
have supported a waogert program of economic 
diversification. 

As with every ‘other underdeveloped na- 
tion, however,. military expenditures drain 
Colombia’s economy. Even arms aid leads to 
costly arms commitments. That is why Presi- 

afgo appealed, in Washington, 
to the Organization of American States to set 
a disarmament example for the world. A 
ro igen Chile had proposed an arms con- 


. The United States, on its part, ought 


to réspond favorably. . When it comes to de- 
fending democracy, prosperity is more impor- 
tant to Latin America than obsolete armaments.
